‘Do the Editor of the New-York Times, 


Sim: Will: you. tell me. why,, itis. a mechanic 
can never have a hearing before the public? What 
is there in their communications which prevents: 
their voice being heard among the multitude of other 
complain 's which reach the public ear? [am led to 
these remarks by the fact, that'at this time there nev- 
er was known such oppressionfon the part of capi- 
talists and employers against them, , Sit, I ‘am no 
grumbler without cause, but whena man is working 
for starvation prices, and sees the profits of a busi- 
ness, a decent share of which he ought to have, one 
cannot but complain. ‘Since the late disastrous  busi- 
ness.season, you: must be aware. that mechanics of 
all classes, more especially machinists, have been 
working at a large discount from their former pay, 
We are told every day, by the public Press, that busi- 
ness is reviving, trade is getting better, &c., &c., and 
we can see for ourselves that such is the fact. Is it, 
then, unreasonable for us to expect that, with the re- 
newed confidence among employers, ourj com- 
pensation should return to its old standard? Our 
capital, Sir, is in our hands ; our ventures and specu- 
lations confined to their use, and the returns they 
make are slow at the best. Why, then, are we de- 
nied_and bullied if, like Oliver Twist, we dare ask 
for more. 

In their pretty after-dinner speeches they are 
pleased to call us the bone and sinew of the land, 
and enlarge upon the dignity of labor. We are bone 

now, gentlemen ; the sinew, however, will soon fail 
if you continue the short rations, It is a fact, Sir, 
that cannot be gainsayed, that employers are becom- 
ing more unreasonable in their compensation for labor 
than ever before, and should they not change their 
method of doing business, by paying a man what he 
fairly earns, we shall soon see the ctacle of our 
“ noble mechanics” descending into he condition of 
the ‘hewers of wood and drawers of water, in the 
crowded cities of the Continent.
